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This drawbridge, the “Haarbrug” is just outside the city of Gorichem. This city can be found in the 
province of South Holland. This imposing modern drawbridge spans the Boven (Upper) Merwede 
and it was completed in 2003. In the upright, open position it allows even the tallest ships to pass 
through.

Witlofschotel. 

Witlof, or Belgian endive, is a 
common vegetable in the Dutch 
kitchen. Although more favored by 
the older generation than the 
younger one, possibly because of its 
slightly bitter taste at times, the 
Dutch still purchase about 3 to 4 
kilos per person a year of the 
chicory-related vegetable. It ranks in 
the top ten of most consumed 
vegetables in the country and really became popular 
during the mid-1900’s. 

It f s often served as an oven casserole, with ham and 
cheese, like we're making today, or braised by itself and 
served in a Bechamel sauce with a pinch of nutmeg. 
Blue cheese and Witlof also make a great combination, 
either served raw in a salad or as a savory Witlof-pie. 

It's a very versatile vegetable, low in fat and tender in 
flavor to where it compliments stronger tasting fellow 
ingredients. 

Witlof, meaning "white leaf’, is originally a Belgian 
discovery from around the 1850’s. 

Chicory roots were grown because it provided an 
affordable substitute for coffee. 

Left on their own device, in the 
dark, the roots grew white leaves 
that, upon discovery by farmer 
Jan Lammers, turned out to be 
edible and a welcome addition to 
the winter table. Farmers started 
selling some of it on the local 
markets and history was made. 

France is now the top producer 
of this white vegetable, with 
Belgium and the Netherlands 


following close. 

Another story relates that it was Francois Beziers, the 
head of the Botanical Gardens in Brussels who 
discovered that several stored chicory roots had produced 
white leaves. He sent some to Paris where they were 
eagerly purchased. And for good reasons too: Witlof as 
well as chicory root is beneficial to the liver and the 
gallbladder and contains large amounts of potassium and 
vitamins B and C. 

Nowadays, full grown Witlof is produced in less than 
twenty days by forcing one year old roots in an area with 
a controlled temperature of about 50 F. 

The harvest consisted of crops of white, creamy, slightly 
bitter tasting Witlof. A perfect winter vegetable to chase 
away the winter blues! 

Witlof can be served raw or cooked. As a salad vegetable 
it barely needs much more than a splash of vinaigrette 
and maybe some citrus, as in a Witlofsalade. 

Cooked, its tender nature benefits from more robust 
flavours. 

Belgian endive will hold well, provided it is kept in a 
cool and dark location. Purchase smaller ones for eating 
whole. Larger endive will need to be cut in half and have 
the core removed as it tends to he rather hard and bitter. 
Witlofschotel 
4 Witlof 
4 slices of ham 
4 slices of cheese 
1/2 cup shredded cheese 
6 large potatoes 

1 tablespoon butter 
1/4 cup milk 

2 teaspoons coarse 
ground mustard 
Remove the outer leaves 
if damaged, remove the 
stem end. Cut in half and 
core the endive if it’s 
fairly large. Bring a 
small pot of water to the 
boil and quickly blanch the vegetables, then let them 
drain. Set aside. 

Peel and quarter the potatoes and bring them to the 
boil. Cook until done. Pour off the remaining water, 
and mash the potatoes with the butter and the milk. 
Fold in the mustard. Taste and adjust with salt and 
pepper if needed. 

Butter an oven dish and spread the mashed potatoes 
on the bottom. 

Wrap each Witlof with a slice of cheese, then a slice 
of ham. Tuck in the ends. Place the Witlof on top of 
the mashed potatoes and cover with the shredded 
cheese. 

Place in a 180 C oven for twenty to thirty minutes, 
until the cheese is melted and the vegetables are 
cooked.

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The story of our new Dutch flag 

When Neerlandia began to think about moving to other premises, one of our priorities was that we kept our own cultural identity. 
For that reason it was a very welcome suggestion from the RDC Committee and the RDC Members to have a Dutch flag placed 
next to the German one in the foyer of the RDC clubhouse. 

We approached the Dutch Ambassador, Ms Annemieke Ruigrok. Please read the following correspondence and share our pride 
in the new Dutch flag in the not too distant future. 

Geachte Mevrouw Ruigrok, 

Mevrouw Ruigrok, ik wilde U graag op de hoogte stellen van het feit dat de Nederlandse Club in Perth, officieel Dutch Society 
“Neerlandia” WA Inc, per 1 februari 2016 gehuisvest zal zijn in het clubgebouw van de Rhein Donau Club in Myaree. 

Na 2 1/2 jaar zoeken en praten is het ons, het Comite van de Nederlandse Club, gelukt om andere huisvesting te vinden voor 
onze leden. U zult begrijpen dat deze taak, het vinden van alternatieve huisvesting, niet makkelijk was. Er moest rekening 
gehouden worden met de emoties van de vooral oudere leden, die indertijd en vaak nog steeds, hun ziel en zaligheid in het 
Clubgebouw legden. Echter, de cijfers spraken voor zich en het was niet langer verantwoordelijk om een clubhuis te hebben 
zoals dat (bv) 47 jaar geleden gewoon was. Ook het gedrag en de verwachtingen van de jongere leden is totaal anders dan dat 
van de oudere, traditionele migranten uit de 50-er, 60-er en 70-er jaren. Er moest verandering komen in de zakelijke behartiging 
van het clubgebouw. 

Dit geldt niet alleen voor Neerlandia, dit geldt voor de meeste etnische clubs waarvan inmiddels vele zijn opgehouden te bestaan 
of een totaal ander business model hebben moeten toepassen om het fmanciele hoofd boven water te houden. 

Wij bij Neerlandia hebben het anders aangepakt, wij kozen voor een Noord-Europese benadering. De Rhein Donau Club bleek 
de ruimte en de goodwill te hebben om met Neerlandia samen te werken. De Rhein Donau Club is van origine een Duitse Club 
maar heeft zich door de jaren ontwikkeld tot een Duits sprekende club waarvan Zwitsers, Denen en ook Oostenrijkers lid zijn. Na 
overleg, dat in het totaal niet meer dan drie maanden heeft geduurd, bleek dat wij Nederlanders cultured veel overeenkomsten 
hebben met onze “oosterburen”; ook heeft de Rhein Donau Club herkenbare vergrijzingsproblemen - een samenwerkingsverband 
leek dan ook logisch. Gezien de recente geschiedenis tussen de twee landen werd het voorstel om bij de Rhein Donau Club in te 
trekken door sommigen wat kritisch beoordeeld, maar, had dat niet gebeurd dan was er wel een ander emotioneel, bezwaar 
gerezen. 

Uiteindelijk, na veel praten, uitleg en met wederzijds respect, kijken de meeste leden van onze club nu met een gezonde dosis 
nieuwsgierigheid uit naar het begin van ons clubseizoen dat op 1 februari begint. 

Nu wij bij de Rhein Donau Club intrekken, is de grote uitdaging voor ons, het Comite in het bijzonder en de Club in het 
algemeen, het behouden van onze culturele identiteit. Wij zijn ons daar goed bewust van en wij hebben dan ook in overleg met 
het Comite van de Rhein Donau Club, wat typisch Nederlandse memorabilia meegenomen. Zo zal binnenkort, bij binnenkomst 
in de hal van ons nieuwe clubgebouw, een grote molen pronken die voorheen ook in ons clubgebouw stond. Het zal vooral de 
oudere leden goed doen om bij binnenkomst deze molen te zien. Ook zullen wij een plek krijgen om een prachtig ingelijste prent 
van ’t Duyfken op te hangen. 

Daarnaast heeft de Rhein Donau Club een van haar twee Duitse vlaggen verwijderd om plaats te maken voor de Nederlandse 
driekleur. Ik was hier zelf erg door getroffen omdat dit een prachtig voorbeeld is van modern, Noord Europees denken. 

Mevrouw Ruigrok, is het mogelijk denkt U, dat U als Ambassadeur van het Koninkrijk der Nederlanden een Nederlandse vlag 
met vlaggenstok aan Neerlandia schenkt? Het gaat niet om de fmanciele kant, uiteraard kan Neerlandia zelf een vlag kopen, het 
gaat mij om het gebaar en de achterliggende gedachte van dit gebaar. Als President van de Dutch Club in WA zou ik het 
bijzonder op prijs stellen als ik in ons tijdschrift kan vertellen dat de Nederlandse Ambassade in Australie ons de vlag 
geschonken heeft. 

Ik denk dat zulk een gebaar ook psychologisch goed zou zijn. 

Ik ben mij ervan bewust dat mijn brief in het algemeen en mijn verzoek in het bijzonder, wellicht wat ongebruikelijk is maar ik 
wilde U persoonlijk benaderen en inlichten over de enorme hoeveelheid werk die de afgelopen 2 1/2 jaar door ons verzet is om 
de Nederlandse Club in WA te behouden en om de toekomst van deze Club te verzekeren.

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The Bastion City of Gorinchem 



Gorinchem also called Gorkum is a 

city and municipality in the province 
of South Holland, Western 
Netherlands. The municipality had a 
population of 35,271 in 2014. 
Gorinchem is an old town which 
developed from a fishing settlement 
on the banks of the rivers Merwede 
and Linge around the year 1000. 


Waalwijk's Flag & Coat of Arms 
It is situated 40 km east of Rotterdam on the north bank of the Merwede River, where the picturesque river 
Linge flows into it after passing through the old town centre. 

Surrounding the town is the typical Dutch river landscape: water, green meadows, willows, dykes and 
windmills. 

"Goriks Heem" is first mentioned in a document from 1224 in which Floris IV granted people from 
Gorinchem exemption of toll payments throughout Holland. 

! Somewhere between 1247 and 1267, Gorinchem became property of 
the Lords of Arkel.

The City’s Defence System: 

. At the end of the 13th century earthen mounts reinforced with 
palisades were built around the settlement to protect it from 
. domination by the neighboring counties of Holland and Gelre. 

; Half a century later real city walls were built, complete with 7 gates 
: and 23 watchtowers. Otto van Arkel granted it city rights on 11 
"* November 1322. 

In the 16th century the city walls were so deteriorated that they were 
replaced with new fortifications and eleven bastions, that are still 
almost completely intact nowadays. 

These walls were started in 1609 and were placed farther from the 
town centre, making the city twice as large. 

In 1673 Gorinchem became part of the defensive Dutch Water 
Line. 

The city walls had four city gates: the Arkel Gate in the north, the 
Dalem Gate in the east, the Water Gate in the south (where the 
ferry to Woudrichem was) and the Kansel Gate in the west. 

Of these four gates only the Dalem Gate remains. 

The others were removed in the 19th century to make way for 
vehicle traffic. A portion of the Water Gate was preserved in the 
gardens of the Rijksmuseum in Amsterdam. 

Early History: The Dalem Gate. 

Jan van Arkel had a dispute with Albert I, brother of Willem V of 

Holland, which lead to war and subsequently to the annexation of Gorinchem to Holland in 1417. This 
resulted in increased trade and Gorinchem grew to be the eighth largest city in Holland. 

On 9 July 1572, the Watergeuzen (Dutch rebels against Spanish rule) conquered the city and captured 19

Catholic priests and monks because they refused to renounce their faith. 

These priests and monks were brought to Brielle where they were hanged and were from then on known as 
the Martyrs of Gorkum. 

Economy: 

In the 18th century, the economy went into decline. After the French domination, the retreating French 
troops took station in the bastion fortress of Gorinchem. After a three-month siege they capitulated but the 
city was heavily damaged. 

During the Industrial Revolution, Gorinchem recovered. Increased shipping led to new canals being dug 
and a railway connection was made witth the city. Its population quickly rose, filling the inner city and 
new neighbourhoods had to be built outside the city walls. 


The city's museum is now located in the old town hall right in the middle of the old centre. It has a display 
on the town's history and it holds art exhibitions. 

The old center is both intimate and picturesque and is surrounded by 17th century 

earth ramparts. 

Historic buildings, a variety of shops, pubs and restaurants 
can be found in the old town centre. 

I the old harbour many traditional boats are moored. 

In winter, the river water rises against the town walls. Then 
wooden boards, fitting in a double row of slots in the side 
walls, are put up.

A mixture, that has proven over centuries, to be watertight.
